Deatu has closed tne career of one or Perry's roremost citi- 
zens, a man wno for a quarter ot a century has been steadrasi in 
uis labors, loyal in nis devotion ana fism in uis pelier, tuat tue 
wi OWlu OL tue city is but in its intancy and ever optimistic ror 
its future. Allen Breed is dead. Tie ena came just aS tune clocnas 
were Strising low twelve last niznt; came wituour a Struggle, witu- 
Out pain. Iv was tue gatnering or a spirit wnicn uad ripened in 
tue LizgutS and Ssuaadows OL an active lire; livea ius span; leru its 
impress on lives and on a City, and wuicu in deatu will still re- 
Malin a memouy, Cuerisiued anu revered. 

Since 1884 Allen Breed nas peen a residenv or Periy, and no 
man.Wiuuin tne city's limits ever bore nis snare O© a city's prowtn 
more fully, oO. contributed more yenerously to the beautifying and 
upbuilaing. He leaves as a monument tne splenaid blocw wnicn bears . 
nis name and wnicu nouses more families than any OUner one sStructuce - 
in tue city. 

A weex ago yesterday, wnen tne alarm ot fire was turned in for 
tune spade factory blaze Mr. Breed heard tne wuistles and announced 
luat ne woula yo down and see where it was. Near tae root or tiie 
Staliway leading, to tueir apartments ue was tola it was in tue 
Golden Rule/stose,, tue building just nortn of nis own blocn. Having 
uad one bitter fire experience tue news was a terrible snock to nin, © 
ana ue hurried to the store, finding tuat a mistane nad been made. 

He seturned vO wis wooms again, but tne snocw seemea to bring on a 
nervous cuill and the exposure gave nim a cola. Tue following morning 
tue Tamily doctor was summoned and for tue first few days it was be- 
fieved tuat ue was getting along nicely. On Friday pneumonia de- 
veloped and before nignt it was evident tnat Me. Breed would be unable 
to rally. Tne following day ne lapsed into unconsciousness anda re— 
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mained in that condition almost until tne ena. 

On May 15, 1834, back in Cnenanzgo County, New York, to M-. and 
Mis. William Breed was born a son, and tney named nim Allen. de 
Was one OF €ligut Cuildiven, four sons and four dauguiers. Tue cnanges 
of time uave inflicted upon tnis son tue pain of seeing fatues and 
mouner, tue four sisters and two biroOtuers pass away until of tnat 
family of ten there remains but one living brotuer, une youngest of 
bue Tamily and he is 69 years ola. Tunis is Pulasxi Breed, who lives 
au Waverly, New Yori, and wiuo last May was stricken witno paralysis 
and is confined to his bed. 

The youtn of Allen Breed was spent near his biriaplace. He 
TOOK Up Tue trade OF a Curpenver and diviuea uis time between tne 
Taim ana tne trade. In 1858 he came west, settling in Illinois at 
tue vOwn Of Loda, wnere ue wOrned aS a Carpenter. It was here tnat 
ue Was united in marriage to Mar,arev. Wuitacre on February 18tu, 1862 
and for almost 49 years tney uave been to eacu all tnat love's young 
dream of tuose far otf days pictured of tneir glowing fancy. No 
Culildren came to bless and sanctify tue nome, but tne close communion 
of nusband and wite has ever seemed tO supply tuat lack, for happi- 
ness uas truly been their portion. 

In 1808 tney left Loda and moved to a farm about nine mites from 
Iowa City in Jounson county. Three year's later came the Cnicago fire 
and Mi.. Beed went to tue stric,en city, answering tne call for 
builaers. AS a contractor during the montus whicu followed, he laid 
tue foundation for tue fortune which he has amassed and wnicn wise 
investment since tnose times, botn of nis own resources and tnose 
of Mis. Breed, nas been multipliea many times. In 1880 he left tne 
farm and moved to Ainswortno, Iowa, wuere he engaged in tue zrain 
business for rour years, leaving tnere in tne fall of 1884 and coming 
to Perry. Since tnat time his history has been interwoven with the 
prowtn of tne city. He was active in every department of growtu. 

Alonx, the then new railroad he establisued grain depots, buying not 
Only here, but at Dawson, Bouton and Huxley as well. Finally he re- 
tired from the cures of active business, retaining only a supervision , 
Of 11S buildings and investments. In 1888 he erected the first big 
blocsn Wuicn bore nis name. In it was housed tue opera house and a 
numoexr Of living apartments, tne ground floor being devoted to stores. 
In tue fire of November 19.uu, 1898, tnis bloc. was completely destroyed 
and tne followin, sprin, ne was one of the first to start tne erection 
of the handsome new structure which bears his name and remains as a 
monument to nis faitn in nis home city. He for years owned tne St. 
James hotel, disposing of it but a few montus azo. 

On tue orpanization of the First National banwx he became a stocn- 
holder and for years was tne bank's vice-president, remaining in tnis 
position until about toree weexs ago wuen he sold his stock in tne in- 
Stitution and by that act made necessary his retirement from its board. 
Afte: toe 1898 fire tne Perry Savings & Excuange bank was organized and 
Allen Breed became its president, a position wnicn ne nas ever since 
held and which associated witn him H. J. Holmes, wno since his coming 
to Persy has been his friend and nearest companion. Upon the closea 
desx in tue bans today is spread the folas of a black bow, and nands © 
tuat trembled placed it there, remembering him wno was wont uo sit be- 
fore it ana wnose ageing fingers had almost witu tue dawn of eacn 
banking day lifted its top and spread out the papers of tne day's busi-— 
ness. The business of tne bank will go on unchanged, under the manage— 
ment of H. J. Holmes, vice president and A. S. Holmes, casnier, witn 


F. B. Woods, assistant cashier. Tne policy remains as ever, conserva- 
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tive and safe, yet tnere will be missed by the officers and stock- 
nolders, tne patrons and daily visitors, the presence and voice of 
one who was ever an earnest friend and kindly, manly man. 

For ten consecutive years Allen Breed was mayor of Perry. Be-— 
tween the years 1890 and 1900 ne often sougynt to lay aside the yolx 
or office, only to be over persuaded by his admirers and to again take 
tne position of tne city's first man. In tnose days the mayor was 
judge as well as executive, and he ruled witu fairness and with im- 
partiality, retaining tne love and esteem of those he served. 

Four years ago, on tne deatu of her nusband, Mis. Mary Breed 
came to live with her uncle and aunt. Her presence in the home has 
been a joy to all, and she now remains as a comfort and solace to Ms. 
Breed, snaring tue grief, yet in the countless little ways wnicu mean 
so much, softening tne moments for the wife. 

Ait the request of Mi. Breed tne funer'al will be in charge of Ot- 
ley Lodge, No. 299, A.F. & A.M., with the Sir Kniguts of verard 
Commandery acting as an escort. Also at his request, N. E. Hart, 

‘his friend for years, will have charge of the service, in the capacity 
of Master. Tue funeral will be from the Congregational Church 
Wednesday morning at 10:30, conducted by the kev. Burleigh, and the 
interment will be made in Violet Hill cemetery. He loved his Masonic 
affliations. Made a Master Mason back in the old days at Loda, Illinois. 
he brought his demit to Perry soon after his coming and has been a 
steady and faithful member of the craft always. me was treasurer of 
Palmyra Chapter, n.a.M. and verard Commandery during the past eleven 
years, starting on a new term with the first of the year. He was a 
member of tne Consistory and many are the kindly services he has 
rendered. th- 

Quiet, unassuming, a lover of the simple and true, the unadorned 
and the sincere, Mr. Breed has lived a life in full accord with his 
likings. Cheery and pleasant always; finding in his home nis 
greatest happiness, in his wife the greatest bliss, he has run his 
race and now rests from his labors. But there is left to us all a 
memory of a man ot wortm and one whose presence has been for the 
betterment ot a city's life. 


ALLEN BREED IS LAID TO REST 


The last rites over the remains of the late Allen Breed were hdd 
yesterday morning at ten-thirty from the Congregational Church and 
interment was made in Violet Hill cemetery. Escorting the remains 
from the late home to tne church were the Sir Knignts of Gerard. 
Commandery, the officers and members of Otley Lodge, A.F. & A.M., 
Mayor Modlin and the members of the council and other city officials, 
the police and the fire department, lead by Chief van Flannigan. 

Bearing the casket with its loved dust from the chamber of death 
to the waiting car“were Messrs. lt. J. Gilbert, W. 9H. McCammon, G. W. «= 
Johnson, u- &. Leonard, Eli Barnard, vosiah Petiy, a. Van Patten and 
A. D. naskins. at the church the party were met by many waiting 
friends, the auditorium and balcony of the church, being filled with 
those who deeply mourned a citizen who in ways true and many had. en- 
deared himself to each one turouznout the many years of association 
between them. 
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A quartette composed of Mesdames C. D. Marckres and-As’S. Holmes °* 
and Messrs. L. Ae French and C. E. Boblett, rendered the musical num- 
bers, “I Steal Away to thee,“ “Come Unto Me“ and at tne close of the .: 
service, “Nearer Mv God to Thee". Rev. Burleign, pastor of the 
Congregational church, spoke from the text found in the 6lst Psalm, 
“Lead. Me to the nock which Pe Boeer “Linas. 

tenderly weaving into the petition of the ‘sweet voiced singer 
of old that personal appeal of the man, the pastor toucned upon the 
life history of him we have lost, finding in the analysis of the 
text much of comfort and hope for the remaining ones. It was a 
sermon freignted with tune good, clear, logical tnoughts of tne hour, 
holding out the promise of another strain of a high and better 
world. In the discourse there crept. that nearer and personal strain 
of a high regard on the pait of the speaxe:, which echoed in the 
Bearts of his auditors. 

Following the discourse came a few remarks from the Kev. D. P. Breed 
Meo., Of arinnell., tte pave that touch of expression to his tiibute 
which is porne of kinsnip and personal loss. ne told of the intimate 
life of the deceased and the many unseen and unheralded benevolences 
which had marked the life now closed. the speaker's sentiment that 
as tue vears went by and he watched the passing of so many loved ones 
to the other shore that death was hourly growing less an ordeal than 
a glorious reunion, awoke in many breasts the memories of others wnose 
presence is no longer of tnis earth and bedewed many eyes as memory's 
pages fluttered. 

From tne church the funeral was in charge of the Masonic lodge 
and at Violet Hill N. E. Hart, the worshiprul Master, spoxe tne words 
of the service which gave to earth the clay of a loved one with the 
faternity's honors. The Commandery acted as escort to the remains. 

the floral tributes were many and expressive of the diversified 
and universal regard in which Mr. Breed was held. From the emblematic 
token of the faternities to the simple testament of tne ribbon tied 
bouquet, the sentiment and incense of love went forth and up to meet.

1916" while from his own biographical sketch written by himself 
about a year before his death and pub, by the B.F.A. in 1925 I 
qoute his own words regarding his work in Iowa. " After three years 
of fruitful work, unsought "Calls" led me in succession to service in 
Michigan, Indiana, Iowa & Illinois, In all these pastorates my 
fellowship relations with other churches led to grownig oalls upon 
me for advice to ministers and council to churches, Out of this 
grew the feeling that I was needed for such services among the churches 
of the state, Arrangements were made whereby I gave my time and effotts 
for seven years to the churches, looking after their financial 
Enlargement, development of their social effectiveness, inorease of 
their spiritual influence and the strengthening of the spirit and 
practice of unity and denominational activity among them, This manner 
of work gave me a large and close acquaintance with the churches of 
Towa and with the organizations and leaders throughout the nation, 
The historic "I,wa Band" planted a college at Grinell,Iowa, which 
became one of the relatively few strong independent colleges of the 
country. The time came when its interests called for the help of a 
strong representative to go among the churohes, the High Gohools, the 
Association meetings, and to wise, liberal supporters of Christian 
education, to gather students, tb inspire interest and enthusiasm in 
the work of the college and gain for it a considerable increase in 
endowment, This need was felt by the leaders and advisers of our 
State work to be of most pressing importance and I was urged to 
undertake it, After due consideration I became thus identified with 
Grinell College and with educational work, For seven years my home 
had been in Grinell, my sons, students in the college and my wife 
vylsoly connected with its strong church and with many forms of 
religeous work which had their mid-western center in that place. 

For nine years I gave myself wholly to the college and felt my time 
well spent, Having reached the age of sixty-five years it was thought 
that I should cease being “A traveling man", I was oalled to be pastor 
of the Congregational Church in Summerdale, Chicago,I11l. this relation 
I ,aintained for four years, My active work was interupted by two 


attaoks of apoplexy, I was asked to continue with the churoh as Pastor 
Hneritus and this relation continues,....."

By my personal visit to their graves I find the 
inscription of their gravestone reads with a slight different 
meaning than has been given in other publications, I give below 
my copy. "In the memory of a Pious Pair this carved stone is 
erected here, via, of John Breed and his wife Mercy who lived 
together in ye marriage state in a most religeous manner:about 64 
years and then deceased, leaving numerous offspring, He in ye year 
1751 about 90 years of age & she in ye year 1752 about 83 years, 
Erected in ye year 1772, 6 of their children then living," 

"Behold the Righteous live long on earth and in old 
age resign their breath. 

They and their offspring here are Blest, 
When done with life they go to rest," 


#55, Marriage records on file for Stonington, Ct. 
give their marriage as Oct, 14 1755 @ Stonington,by Rev, Ebenezer 
Rossiter, instead as given 10 11 1788, 

Several have thought that this John Breed was the 
Capt. John Breed refered to in many Rev, War records but I believe 
that I have now sufficient proof before the Gen, body of the 
National D.A.R. to prove that it was his son John Breed and not 
Sr. Mfy main evidence in this matter is the signatures appearing 
on the War papers are not by the same hand as by papers known to 
heve been by the father, and all on the war papers are of the same 
hand. They had 11 chn. instead of 10, 

Regarding the Breed family burial grounds at Ston,Ct. 
whith many have visited and thought the condition there was terrible 
I wish to say that we here in Iowa know nothing ag to what a cemetery 
which we here think is in bad condition, is unthll we visit one of 
the older ones in the east, and I attach as the next page a copy of 
a letter that I mailed out over 250 copies to the various deso. 
ag well as my report as to what has been done. . 

The given nemes which I have underlined on the next 
page are the graves that I personally visited and have photos 
showing the conditions as I found them in July 1931. 

During this trip I also visited several hundred other 
graves of members of our family as well as copied from the original 
records on file a large amount of additional data.

You are a descendant of one or more of the following members 
of the Breed family who gave THEIR services for our country during the 
war of the Revolution of 1775: Amos, Christopher, David, Gershom, Capt. 
Gershom, Jabez, Jesse, John, John, John McClaren, Joseph, Joséph, 
Nathan, Nathan, Oliver, Prentice, Shubael, and Stephen. $= 


; While on a data gathering tour of New York and Connecticut 
-the past summer I personally visited the majority of the above named 
soldiers' graves, some of which are in a sordid condition that is almost 
unbelievable, others in fair condition and some with no marker that is 
readable. 


I have been informed by the War Dept. that they will furnish 
new markers delivered at the nearest Railroad Station free of charge 
but the installation expense must be borne by the descendants. 


The majority to whom this plea has been sent are also descend- 
ants of John Breed of Stonington, Conn., who with other members of his 
family is buried in the Breed Cemetery there, which has been let go to 
almost complete ruin, as it is located in what is now a pasture. It 
is enclosed with a substantial stone wall, but with a gate, from which 
the iron gate has been stolen, and stock were allowed to run over the 
graves where they could get to them. This plot had not been touched 
for years and had grown up to a solid mass of briars and brush. These 
I removed while I was there and closed the gate with brush which will 
answer for a short time only. 


I made many Kodak pictures of the conditions as I found them 
there and at the various graves and have found that I can supply to 
each descendant a set of FIVE views that are of their family line, and 
am offering them to you at a minimum price of $1.00 per set, the 
profits of each sale to go to this BREED CEMETERY FUND. 


This is no personal money making scheme, as I am glad to 
donate my time to the cause, and I plan to personally see that the work 
is done as we would like to have it done and as cheap as is practicable. 


Now, I am well aware of the fact that "Times are hard," but 
feel that if we will each add our mite we may in this way permanently 
mark the graves of our ancestors and especially those who gave their 
service for our Country. 


The papers for the stones should be in the office of the War 
Dept. not later than Dec. 15, 1931, in order to insure delivery of them 
in the early spring, so won't you please do this much and order by 
return mail, sending cash with order, or they may be sent C.0.D. 


Any questions that you may care to ask will be gladly 
answered. Please enclose return stamp. 


I have also prepared a photographie copy of a plat of the 
Stonington Cemetery showing the different graves, which will be sold at 
$2.00 and the profits to go to the Breed Cemtery Fund.

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The results of this letter were not as much as I te 
would liked to have received but I am very well satisfied considering | 
the times as we all felt they were in 1931é&2, ; 


Mar, 30 1932 a Govt. headstone was ordered for Gershom 
Breed # 141 for his services in the war of the Revolution and also 
for his son Reneselaer Breed 7 141B for his services in the war of 
1813, these stones were installed by Mr, Porter Dwight of De Ruyter 
N.Y. Aug. 15 1932 and on Aug, 1. 1932 he placed a requisition throughh 
a state fund there for a stone for Joseph Breed 1761-1850 who'is 
purrhed @ Lincklaen,N.Y. (see page 18 this ms.). 

The graves of this soldier and his wife had no marker 
at all and were located only by the foresight of one of their sons 
who some years before his death asked one of his g.dau, to go the 
cemetery where they are burried so that he might show her where they 
lie, and by good luck I met this g.dau. and in this way located their 
graves. 

Nov. 11932 I made arrangements with Mr, Seth Williams 
of Stonington,Ct, to clear the one years growth from the Breed lot 
(which ig located on the old home place) and install 6 Govt, stones 
when they arrived at a later date... 

Stones were ordered for Roswell, John, Samuel Jt,, Nathan 
Sr, & Nathan Jr, & Amos Breed all of whom are “burried in this lot. 

In my first letter to Mr, Williams regarding this 
work I plainly stated the exact amount of money that was on hand 
for this work so that if he did not feel that he could do it for 
this amount that I would be able to try and locate some one else, 

As soon as he notified me that the stones were 
installed I sent him the balance of the money’as I had agreed and 
then in a few days I reocd, from another party a bill for installing 
the stones, later developments proved he had sh his own authority 
hired this man and expected me to pay for it which I refused to do,’ 
because I had hired him for the complete job. He then took the matter 
of the balance of the account up with one of the officers of the. 

B. F. A. of Lynn.Masa. who several years ago had tried to raise 
eunee for some work on this lot tut was not successful in getting 
only $5.00 collected, this they sent to Mr, Williams or the seoond 
party and then they came back at me scoring me for evergthinking 

of placing such stones eto, which led to several self opinion 
letters between us, originals & copies of which are in my files 
and I will ener show then to any one who is interested to see 
what type of officers we have in the B.F,A.. 
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
